Exactly how many thrifty housewives in 
the West End have been buying the equiv- 
alent of a gold brick recently will never be 
known, but they are many, and the num- 
ber is *growing. 

Some of them don’t know yet that they 
have been duped, but the knowledge will 
come. 

The scheme ts ingenious and is based on 
the same principle as the old “smuggled 
cigar’ swindle. 

A well-dressed man with a persuasive 
manner calls at the house and asks permis- 
sion to show some samples of goods that 
he is selling below their real value. 

His samples are all right and the prices 
are phenomenally low. There is a bit of 
French sijk in all colors offered at 0 yards 
for $10. That is about one-fourth of its 
actual value. Pure Irish linen towels, large 
sized, hemstitched, are listed at $1 a dozen, 
Every lady knows they can’t be bought in 
a store for five times that price. Thirty 
yards of linen glass cloth are offered for 
$1. It is worth six times that much. 

The housewife looks at the samples and 

becomes suspicious. She knows a thing or 
two about values and there must be some- 
thing wrong about these wonderful offers. 
- The man explains: He represents Ar- 
nold, Gregson & Co. of 44 Strand, London, 
Engiand. They had a big exhibit at the 
Omaha Exposition and concluded to dis- 
ose of the goods at a loss, rather than 
cows them shipped back to England. The 
lady doesn’t have to pay for the goods 
until they are delivered, and shé hae satis- 
fied herself that they come up to the sam- 
ple.

J. E. Huff may regret the spirit that 
urged him to take forged notes and a 
forged deed of trust to the office of Fisher 
& Co.. who held the original papers of 
the loan which the forged notes and deed 
of trust in Huff's possession purported to 
secure. If he had not made this mistake

Friday. evening about 5 o'clock, when 
Fisher & Co. were closing thdir day’s busi- 
ness, Heiff appeared at the office and pre- 
sented to -Mr. C. E. Gibson four notes for 
$1000 each and a deed of trust on a house 
and lot at 4468 West Belle place, purporting 
to secure them. Mr. Gibson was asked if 
that loan had been made by the Fisher 
Company and was told that it had. Heiff 
made some further inquiries about It, but 
Mr .Gibson told him tath he would have to 
see Mr. Fisher about them Saturday. He 
said he would return. 

Before Huff left the place, 
amined the notes and the deed of trust 
carefully and found that they have the 
indorsement of Mr. Lossen, a member of 
the Fisher firm. Gibson asked lLossen 
about the papers and was told that they 
could not be the original ones, as he was 
in possession of them. 

Meanwhile Huff had gone to the office of 
Henry Hemans to sell the papers. He told 
Hemans that Fisher & Co. had said they 
were gocd, and Hemans telephoned to Los- 
sen to be assured of this. e was startled to 
learn that they were forgeries. He told 
Huff that he could not "nry them just then, 
but that if he would return Saturday ,he 
wold probably take them. 

Hff, however, did not appear at Heman’s 
office Saturday morning. If he had, he 
would have been arrested by detectives who 
were at hand, 

He went to the office of the St. Louis 
Trust Company and asked for a loan of 
$3800, presenting at the same time the com- 
pany’s own certificate that the papers were 
genuine. The Trust Company’s lending 
committee passed the loan and were about 
to hand Huff the money, when a telephone 
message arrived from Mr. 8S. J. Fisher, head 
of the Fisher Company, adviS8ing the Trust 
Company that the papers were not good. 

Detectives were immediately called and 
Huff was taken to the Four Courts to 
answer a charge of forgery.

Married Man. 


When Alice Cook was night operator for 
the ’Frisco’ Railway at Cuba,, Mo., she 
little thought that near the end of 1898 she 
would be a patient of the St. Louis City 
Hospital, battling for death, sought by 
means of powdered glass, while the gsur- 
geons were trying to keep life in her. 

If ‘‘Daisy’’ Cook, as her name appears on 
the City Hospital books, is telling the 
truth, two years have brought many vicissi- 
tudes in her life, the first and most signifi- 
cant perhaps being her first meeting with 
a railroad man who passed through Cuba 


every second night. Though his visits to 
Cuba did not become more frequent, as 
their friendship ripened, it soon became 
evident that the pretty operator, then only 
20 years old, and the uniformed ‘Frisco 
line employe, would chat as long as the 
train waited. The rest of the crew did not 
object. They congratulated their colleague 
on knowing such a vivacious littl woman, 
nor did they blame her seeking a_ little 
conversational diversion during the lonely 
night watch at the Cuba telegraph office. 

But Miss Cook's father, a merchant, 
heard of this clandestine acquaintance and 
ascertained that the man was married. 
Sternly he forbade his daughter to again 
speak to her uniformed friend, except 
when her duties required it. The upshot 
of it was that the girl resigned her posi- 
tion and left for St. Louis, where until 
seven months ago she worked in the glove 
department of a downtown dry goods 
store, giving her name as Jessie Cook. 

Her determination to see her railroad 
friend was unshaken, and she invited him 
to call, and he came frequently. 

Last Tu¢sday the train was iate. The 
man for whom she had left home was 
hungry. She volunteered to go out after 
some lunch for him, and lightly clad ran 
to a lunch stand. A policeman hailed her. 

“I'll arrest you for walking the streets 
at night,’’ he said. 

“All right, if you think I’ve done wrong, 
lock me up,” said the woman, confident 
that she would be cleared in court. She 
insisted that she had violated no law, had 
never been arrested before and gould es- 
tablish her good character. In this she 
was disappointed. Judge Peabody sent her 
to the Workhouse. 

“My only misdeed is that I have acquired 
the morphine habit,’’ said the unfortunate 
woman, when consciousness was restored 
to her at the hospital. “I was sick when 
I came here, unused to city ways and 
thought that morphine was a sete thing 
to take when I was in the slightest pain. 
When they sent me to the Workhouse I 
was overcome by shame. In the four days 
I have been down there I had nothing to 
eat but bread and water. They made me 
work, weak as I was. Friday night I be- 
came desperate. 

“After going into my cell I saw_an 
empty soda water bottle on my window 
sill. I pulled the heel off my shoe and then 
secured a scrubbrush. By laying the head 
of the soda bottle on my heel I was able 
to break it off with the brush without mak- 
ing too much noise. Then [ pounded the 
glass into powder. Whenl hada good dose 
of it I put it in my mouth and then swal- 
lowed water until it was all down. Pretty 
woon I became deathly sick. 

‘An old woman passed my cell and told 
the matron and then they sent me to the 
hospital. I will certainly kill myself 
rather than go back to that Workhouse. 
The only crime I committed was to get 
lunch at night for a hungry man. 

“IT will not send for my folks. When I 
left home my father said he did not want 
to see me again unless I was dying. If 
they send me to the Workhouse again he 
will have an opportunity of looking on his 
dying of dead daughter. Not before.’

Hermann B, Hull, a motorman on the 
Market street electric line, has been giving 
his 4-year-old son “eye-openers” every 
morning and evening for a year and half, 
The boy drank a half pint of whisky Sat- 
urday morning. He will almost certainly 
die. 

Hull lives with his wife and the boy, Ed- 


die, a bright boy, at 1429 Market street. 
Friday night Huil gave the boy his usual 
drink. Early Saturday morning the lad 
awoke. His mouth was parched and there 
was a raging thirst in his throat. 

He left his bed and went into the kitchen. 
On the table was a half-pint flask of cheap 
whisky. He seized it ahd drained it to 
the dregs. Dropping the bottle he staggered 
back to his bed and fell across it, face 
downward. 

Hull and his wife did not awake until 
between 9 and 10 o’clock. Mrs. Hull arose 
first. She found the boy lying across the 
bed. He was breathing heavily. His eyes 
were half open and glassy. Mrs. Hull called 
her husband. 

At 10 o’clock Hull took the boy in his 
arms, got on a Market street car and rode 
to the City Dispensary. Dr. Kearney saw 
at once that the child was in a desperate 
condition. He was carried into the operat- 
ing room and the stomach pump applied. 

It showed that most of the liquoz had 
been absorbed into the system. A half 
hour’s hard work did not improve the 
child’s condition. He was atill breathing 


very weak and there was the same glassy, 
lifeless look in his half-closed eyes. 

During ail the time the doctors were 
working over the boy the father stood 
about the room, apperently less concerned 
than anyone else. 

“It won't hurt thim,”’ he said, “he is used 
to it. I have been giving him whisky 
regularly fora year and a half. ‘What for? 
Why, to drink. He liked it. He took his 
morning eye-opener just Iike me. Svery 
morning he went to his mother and asked 
for his ey--opener.”’ 

Hull drew himself up 
pride came into his face, 

“Did.you give it to him without water?” 
he was asked. 

“Of course. He took It straight.” 

“I don’t! see what made him go and get 
it himself this morning,” he continued. 
se never took it before without asking 
or it.” 

Somebody in the room suggested that he 
had an uncontrollable appetite. 

“Well, [ll Knock the appetite ou* of him,” 
said Hull. 

At that moment the boy was lying imp 
on the operating table, his breath coming 
in gasps, his stomach heaving and a burn- 
ing flush on his cheeks, and the doctors 
were bending- anxiously over him, watch- 
ing the flickering flame of life. 

“Who gave him the appetite?” Hull was 
asked: 

“[ suppose I did," he said. doggedly. “I 
guess I'm to blame. But I'll bring it out of 
him. He has always mined me so far.” 

City Dispensary Physician Jordan, who 
came in to see the boy, said if the greater 
part of the whisky had been absorbed it 
wonte cause death through paralysis of the 
art, ;

FREDERICK KWEKER WANTS $50,- 
000 DAMAGES FROM HIS 
UNCLE AND AUNT. 


SPECIAL. JURY TO TRY THE CASE 


Allegations by Two Orphans Which 
Will Occupy the Attention of 
Judge Zachritz Several Days. 


Judge Zachritz ordered a jury 
summoned Saturday morning to try the 
case Of Frederick Kweker versus Thomas 
and Maggie Kweker, which will be called 
Wednesday. This case thas been pending in 
the Circuit Court since September, 1896, be- 
ing continued from time to time at the 
request of one or the other of the parties, 
but it will undoubtedly go to trial next 
week, 

Jt is a suit 
hephew ugainst his aunt and 
he charges with most inhuman 
barous conduct. 

He alleges in his petition that both his 
parents agied in 1873, when he was but 2 
years of age. He, with his sister, a year 
Older, was placed in an orphan asylum at 
Memphis, where he was well treated, well, 
clothed and well fed. He remained there 
until 1877, when he and his sister were re- 
moved to St. Louis by his aunt and uncle, 
who assured the asylum authorities that 
they wished to educate the two ornhans 
and give them a pleasant and comfortable 
home. The plaintil? says he was too young 
tu exercise any discretion in the matter, 
and that he willingiy accepted the defend- 
ants’ intentions as good, and expressed a 
desire tv take advantage of their alfer, not- 
wilhstanding the fact that he was happy 
at the asylum. 

He alleges, however, that he had not been 
at the derendaats’ home in St. Louis many 
months before they began to treat him 
cruelly, whipping and beating him until he 
became weak and feeble om many occa- 
sions. He gays that they frequently threat- 
ened to kiil him and that he LUved in the 
constant fear that they would execute thelr 
threate. 

The petition alleges that the cruelty of 
the defendants reached a climax in the ex- 
tremely cold weather of December, 1879, 
when they threw the plaintiff, who wore 
only a shirt and a thin pair of trousers, 
into the cellar of their house, locked the 
door and kept him there all night. When 
he was released the following morning his 
feet were frozen so that they rotted com- 

letely away. 

He alleges that defendants are persons of 
considerable financial resources and amply 
able to care for him in his maimed and 
crippled condition, but that they have ig- 
nored him in his misfortune and failed to 
provide for him in any way. 

Hlis prospects in Jife are blighted and he 
is not able to support himself, He asks the 
court to award him $2,000 as actual -dam- 
ages and $25,000 as punitive or exemplary 
damages.

At this rate 
the assets would have been entirely wiped 
out in a few weeks, while the sale of the 
cattle now will save something out of the 
wreck. 

The statement that P. D. Armour is in- 
terested in getting Gillett back is. made 
among the men at the yards. P. A. Valen- 
tine, who is Mr. Armour’s” confidential 
man, has been in the city several days. 
and is taking an active part in the opera- 
tions at the yards. Mr. Armour is at the 
head of a big syndicate that is handling 
millions of dollars’ worth of cattle paper. 

The commission men assert that Gillett 
had three confederates in his work. No 
expense will be spared, and no leniency 
will be shown to anyone who aided him.

Zhe Michigander Had Command of Di- 
rect Operations, but the Com- 
mander-in-Chief Was Al- 
ways Recognized as Such. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The annual re- 
port of Secretary Alger has been consid- 
erably changed from the original, as 
shown to War Department officials. It 
has been blue-penciled. Whose the credit 
for these cancellations may, be left to con- 
jecture, but certain it is that the report 
as made public to-day omits many refer- 
rnces and remarks calculated to stir trou- 
ble and controversy which were in the doc- 
yment as first drawn. One of these state- 
ments was that Gen. Miles chose Gen, 
Bhafter to conduct the Santiago expedition, 
The report now simply reads that ‘Gen. 
Ghafter was selected.” 

Throughout the report, 60 far as opera- 
tions of the army in the late war are con- 
cerned, is simply a recital of happenings, 
with reproduction of official telegrams and 
reports. On what belongs to the past no ar- 
Gument is presented. 

One of the interesting facts shown by the 
report is that whiie Gen. Shafter was in 
charge of act.ve operations about Santiago, 
Gen. Miles was recognized in dispatches 
after his arrival in Cuba as the superior 
officer. Several telegrams which have not 
hitherto been pubiished, and which cast 
cons.derabie light on the several campaigus 
planned in Cuba, appear in the report, 

The report proper begins with what may 

described as a chrono.ogical history of 
the war, consisting of a number of short 
paragraphs, beginning with the declaration 
of war, on April 21, and setting forth the 
date upon which any event of importance 
occurred, but making bo comment whatever 
upon the facts. The only exception to this 
ruie is a reierence .o the casuaities at San- 
tiugo. Some criticism having been made 
that there was a lack of surgeons present, 
the report states there were Il4y Surgeons 
in attendance, and that of 1431 wounded 
only thirteen died of their wounds. 


Touching the surrender at santiago, the 
Teport shows that Shafter demanded the 
Surrender on the 3d and renewed this de- 
mand on the 4th. On the morning of the 
Jith another demand was made. On the 
evening of that day Gen. Miles arrived, and 
on the 13th and lith of July he, with Gen. 
Shafter, met the Spanish commander un- 
der a flag of truce, to discuss the surrender. 
On the afternoon of the l4th Gen. Miles left 
Gen. Shafter’s headquarters and soon there- 
after went aboard ship preparatory to saijl- 
ing for Porto Rico. July 17 Toral surren- 
dered 23.00) men upon our terms, and the 
American flag was hoisted by order of Gen 
Shafter.

ORIGINAL OF JIM BLUDSOE. 


Death of Capt. William P. Lamothe at 
West Alton, Il. 

Capt. Willlam Lamothe, who died sudden- 
ly at West Alton, Ill.. Friday evening, aged 
Sl years, was one of the best known of 
river captains. He was born in Canada and 
was of French descent. In 1837, at the time 
of the Lovejoy riots, he went to Alton and 
established a packet line between St. Louis 
and Alton, the latter place then being the 
metropolis of the Mississippi Valley. His 
first boat was the Eagle, and in 1842 he 
built the Lueila, one of the finest packets 
that ever ran on Western waters. 

The Luella was burned between Alton and 
St. Louis, and from the incident John Hay, 
now Secretary of State, found material for 
the poem, ‘Jim Bludsoe.”’ It has been told 
that Capt. Lamothe was in reality the 
prototype of the hero in the poem. 

In 1873 he left the river and lived in Alton. 
He acquired a tract of 1000 acres opposite 
Alton, and established the town where he 
died.

At the request of President Zelaya of Nic- 
aragua, a personal friend of his, t#ssued 
a etatement presenting the status of the 
proposed Nicaragua Canal from the Nica- 
ragua standpoint. After reviewing at some 
length the details of the Cardenaa-Mordeca 
concession, which was expected and trans< 
ferred to the Maritime Canal Company, 
the statement is made that the company 
has done no construction work whatever 
since the conceselon became operative, and 
concludes as follows 

“Any claim on the part of the Maritime 
Canal Company to any extension of its 
concession beyond Oct. 9, 1899, would be 
treated as the merest effrontery by the 
Nicaraguan Government. Nicaraguans re- 
fuse to credit the rumor that the company 
claims the right to an extension, The pre- 
tension seems s0 preposterous, so wholly 
without Lew fg geen under the terms of 
the contract, or on a basis of equity, that 
it does not. receive serious consideration, 
The Government of Nicaragua has now 
within the strict limits of its rights, and 
actuated solely in the intereeta of the re- 
public, granted to those who represent 
ability, experience and capital, a contract 
to construct, operate and own the inter- 
oceanic canal, and to attain that object 
the Government has not hesitated to — 


to the new concessionaires the most ifbe 
terms.”’
